Orthodox Group’s 
Request Rejected

A report on the dispute between 
the Independent Orthodox group of 
Deputies and the Board is likely to be 
submitted by the Executive Committee 
to the first meeting of the new session. 
of the Board of Deputies on June 22. 

The Board has rejected the political 
implication of the group’s request to 
Mr. B. Janner, M.P., President of the 
Board, that an approach be made to 
the President of Israel for an 
unconditional. amnesty for those 
imprisoned for their part in religious 
demonstrations. 

In a letter addressed to Mr. H. J. 
Lobenstein, a member of the Ortho- 


dox group, the Board said that - its 


Executive Committee “ sees no reason 
to doubt that the trials of the accused 
were carried out in the manner uswal 
in democratic. countries, with every 
regard for the rights of the accused 
and every facility for their proper 


defence.” 


~The Board added that “ through- 
out your approaches to the Board 
there runs’ the fantastic implication, 
which the committee unhesitatingly 


repudiates, that Israel is a tyranny. 


whose efforts are directed to the sup- 
pression of Orthodox Judaism.” .. 
In a reply to this letter, Mr. Loben- 
stein said the Board's attitude reflected 
“bias and prejudice.” The group 
“ consider it. offensive” on. the: part 
of the Hon: Officers of the Board “to 
imply ulterior motives to our con- 
cern over the excessive sentences 
upon the Jerusalem 
demonstrators,” he added.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


BASIC MORAL LAW 


HE story of the twelve spies 
is one of perennial jnterest. 
Their task was to examine 
the lay-out of the Promised Land, 


to assess its physical conditions and 


the population which inhabited it. 
These twelve men were responsible 
leaders of the community, especially 
chosen for their standing in the 
eyes of their fellows. 


on seeing the land and its people, 


could only report on the obstacles 


and the problems which such a land 
presented. The two faithful ones, 
however, reported that — with 


adequate confidence such obstacles 


could be overcome. 


All the men saw the same con- 


ditions and the same problems, but 
the -difference between them lay 
only in the approach to the subject 
and. the attitude of mind to be 
adopted. ‘The ten saw themselves 


unable to stand up to the situation 


They were overcome by their own 
doubts and lack of faith. As a 


result they debased themselves. by. 


their own very ineptitude. 


indicative this. is of life in. 


this post-war, demented. world ! 


Conditions exist which create com- 


plexities and demand clarity of atti- 
tude. We, too, demand immediate 
results and goodly reports, as did 
the impatient: Israelites. Once we 
lulled ourselves into the belief that 


after the havoc a new world order 


would emerge, but when the carnage 


ceased the dawn of a new era. was 


delayed. The passing years have 
seen little progress and as a result 


We grow restive. 


[F we earnestly look for causes and 
“reasons we. might be advised to 
search more fundamentally. For 


what meaning can all the methods 
we devise for our salvation have if 
basic principles are overlooked ? 
All efforts to improve the state of 
society prove . valueless unless the 
basic moral law is appreciated. We 
may make pacts with nations and 
delude ourselves into believing that 
thereby we are laying the founda-

tions of a new order. We may plan 
new schemes for the betterment of 
the lot of the poor and dis- 
possessed ; we may plan new cities 
in order to improve the conditions 
of citizens. But all these blueprints, 
which may. appear. delightful on 
paper, will prove vain so long as 
we neglect the one thing that really 
matters—the direction of the heart 
of man and the creation of a correct 
attitude of mind to fundamentals. 
We have grown accustomed to 
call this attitude of mind and heart 
Faith. Many of us may be a little 
vague as to what we understand by 
the term, but we all sense what we 
desire to express by it. It implies 
a feeling of confidence in a power 
higher and greater than our own. 
It implies a measure of humility, 


realisation that we humans do 
know all the answers to all the ques-. 


tions, that we cannot solve the 
riddles of the universe. It demands 
an awareness that there is a greater 
power in the world than man’s and 
that a common effort must be made 


to approach that power in a spirit 
of confidence and assurance. 


THIS is what the ten spies lacked. 

They could see trouble and 
problems and assessed them only © 

through the medium of their human 
capacity. “That was-their mistake . 
and that, unfortunately, is the mis- 
take so frequently made in every 
generation. If the objective is the

Extraordinary prices were paid for 
rare airmail stamps at H. R. Harmer’s 
sale of the collection offered by the 
Hon. N.C. J. Rothschild on Monday. 
The auction took just. under three 
hours and. realised £11,830.

Jewish Attitude 
Explained

The advance of medical science has 
brought with it problems in Jewish 
law, particularly with regard to such 
controversial ‘subjects as’ A.I.D., 
contraception, euthanasia, sterilisation, 
and dissection of bodies. for the 
purpose of research and training.

Contraception : QOn this problem 
Rabbi Jakoboyits said that generally 
this method of birth control was not 
allowed, except where there would be 
danger to the child or mother by con- 
ception or where medical reasons 
recommended such a practice. 
Sterilisation : While Jewish 
regarded the deliberate destruction of 
reproductive organs as a grave offence, 
nevertheless, the practice. was dealt 
with even more leniently than contra- 
ception when medical instructions 
were involved and particularly when 
it concerned sterilisation of the female 
rather than the male. 


Euthanasia : There could be no

Has religion failed? This question | 


prompted a lengthy discussion follow- 
ing an address on the subject by the 


Rev. Dr. I. Levy, O.B.E., last Sunday 


at a meeting of Tarbut La’Am at 37 
Broadhurst Gardens, London, N.W. 


Dr. Levy expressed the view that it 
was not religion that had failed, but 
that humanity had failed to adopt the 
true principles of religion. 

Referring to man’s relationship to 
God, the speaker said he considered 
that that personal faith could not be 
pevees in terms of success or failure, 
or it was individual. The only 
question which might be relative was 
how many were’ affected by religion 
in that way ?. Did religion manage to 
achieve that kind of influence?

ISRAEL'S TEN-YEAR 
PROGRAMME 


Peace First Priority 


A four-point programme for. the 
next ten years for the reconstruction 
of Israel was outlined by Dr. Dov 
Joseph, Treasurer of the Jewish 
Agency, when he spoke to_ key- 
workers of the J.P.A. at a meeting at 
82 Baker Street, W.1, recently. 


Israel's number one priority for the 


next decade, he said; was peace with 
the Arabs. While 40 per cent of the 
country’s budget had to go on defence, 
and while the nation had to live under 
the strain of being within firing range 
of an enemy. they dare not cease 
striving for this aim. Furthermore, 
the Arabs constituted Israel’s greatest 
potential customers. 

The second task for Israel, went on 


Dr. Joseph, was to bring the popula-- 


tion up to the three million mark. 
This meant an intake of 50,000 to 
60.000 Jews each year. 
Israel’s third great aspiration was 
that the Negev should not be merely 
an outline on a map. Although at 
present 100,000 people were living 
there, the Jews must not

From what.is known of the prac- 
tice of Jews in this country, it can 
be assumed that the great majority 
are unmoved by the thought of 
mixed bathing being allowed in. 

On all sides, however, 
the bitterness expressed in the pur- 
suit. of the controversy will be 
regretted, especially as the cause of 
Judaism suffers through becoming 

_ enmeshed in politics and associated 
with street rioting. The idea of an

_ of Deputies, has much to commend 
it, if by that they mean a wiping 
clean of the slate after a political 
controversy has been disposed of. 
In many parts of the world Govern- 
ments have taken such action, 
hoping to heal the wounds which 


a bitter dispute has opened up... 


Unfortunately, the language that is 
being used suggests. not so much 
a desire to bury the controversy as 

to score a point for one side. The 

'Aguda assumes by implication that 
the laws against. not can have no 


application to those who believe — 


‘that they are furthering Orthodoxy, 
and that amnesty, as they use the 
word, means declaring to those who 
after fair trial have been shown to 
have contravened the law were in 
the right after all. (This is quite 
another matter from allegations of 
police brutality in. quelling the 
riots.) Despite the provocative 
language of the 
Orthodox Group, the Deputies 
would do well not to dismiss the 
idea of seeking an aimnesty in the 
more genuine sense. If there are 
different views on the question of 
mixed bathing in Jerusalem, the 
community is united in thinking 
of it as a city of peace, and the 
Board is surely entitled to do what- 
ever it can to end warfare between 
brethren in that particular spot.

ISRAELI SCIENCE 


WHILE here at home; as an expres- 
sion of his countrymen’s gratitude 
to the great war leader, a fund jis 
being collected for the building of 
a Churchill College at Cambridge, 
the people of Israel have paid their 
gwn tribute to Sir Winston. A 
new auditorium at the Haifa Tech- 
nion,, built largely with funds 
given by Anglo-Jewry, was_ last 
week dedicated in his name. The 
Structure js thus another link 
between Israel and. Anglo-Jewry 


(and, through them, Britain) and, © 


at the same time, a fasting testi- 
monial to this great. Englishman 
and staunch supporter of the ideal 
of Zion. It was a happy coincidence 
that while Miss Sarah Churchill was 
attending the dedication of the new 
auditorium named in honour. of 
her father, Professor Hans Einstein 
was in Haifa to tmaugurate at ihe 
Technion: the Institute of Physics 
named after his own famous. father. 

These two. impressive — and 


memorable ceremonies. honouring — 


the names of a great Englishman 
and a great Jew took place only a 
few weeks after scientists from 
many lands, including several 
Nobel Prize winners, gathered - at 


Rehovot for the opening of a new. 


Institute of Nuclear Science at the 
Weizmann Institute. ‘The attendance 


of this galaxy of the internationally . 


famous was a Singular tribute to 
Israel’s achievement in the tenth 
anniversary year of her existence. 
But it was a tribute with a 
difference. In the vast under- 
developed areas of the Middle 
East, Israel alone has shown. the 
world -that she has not only 
accumulated. a large number of 
scientific. workers but that she ts 
also able to make an outstanding 
contribution in the field of nuclear 
research. 
Among those attending the 
Rehovot ceremony was Dr. Robert 
Oppenheimer, the nuclear scientist, 
who expressed the hope—shared by 
Jews everywhere—that Israel would 
show an example to the world not 
merely in scientific attainment but 
also. in her ability to live in 
harmony with other nations. With 
this wish Mr. Ben-Gurion readily 
concurred, 

The place where the Weizmann 
Institute now stands, was once, as 
Jewish history records, the scene of 
the famous ancient Jewish Academy 
of Yavne. A modern village by 
that name lies close to Rehovot. It 
was in Yavne that Rabbi Yochanan 
ben Zakkai founded spiritual 
centre for Jews after the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem. Centuries earlier, 
in Biblical times, there was in the 
same place a locality called 
““Shaarim,” meaning “two. gates.” 
It was a place where the ancient 
Hebrews and Philistines struggled 
for mastery over the area. History 
may not always repeat itself, but it 
is, perhaps, symbolic of the Jewish 
spirit and of Israel’s struggle today 
that where the two ancient insti- 
tutions of Jewish learning existed 
centuries ago there have now risen 
new seats of study and research. 
Thus, like the Institute of Nuclear 
Science at Rehovot, the new Sir 
Winston Churchill Auditorium at 
Haifa offers fresh opportunities for 
Jewish minds and talents to make 
their own peaceful contribution to 
the scientific achievements of the 
present-day world. 


C.B.F. TWENTY-FIVE. 


Tue Central British Fund for 


Jewish Relief and Rehabilitation 
was started 25 years ago under 
the name of “ Central British Fund 
for Germany Jewry,” as an emer- 
gency relief operation to meet the 
needs arising out of the Nazi 
onslaught on the Jews of Germany. 
There were optimists in those days 
who believed that such a storm 
could not last long and that the needs 
therefore would be temporary. Ten 
years ~ there were also optimists 


a 
who believed that, Nazism having 


been rooted out, there would be no 


more Jewish refugees to care for. 
In fact Hungary and Egypt a short 
time ago both provided a fresh 
quota of claims on the resources of 
the Fund. Before and during the 
war the Central British Fund dis- 
tributed £7,000,000, and since the 
war a further £1,750,000 has been 
raised for relief and rehabilitation 
on the Continent and in Israel and — 
for the care of refugees in_ this 
country. .After twenty-five years of 


work claims on the Fund continue 


to be made. There is a residue of 
cases from. the Nazi era, and a 
report published last week shows 
the variety of purposes for which 
allocations are made. As to the 
future, the tensions in the world 
should guard us against thought- 
less optimism. The Anglo-Jewish 
community is undoubtedly proud 
of its tradition of helping: its 
brethren who suffer from discrimi- 
nation or oppression. The chief 
instrument by which this. tradition 
is expressed is the C.B.F, 


HUSH MONEY ? 


~ WHATEVER feeling they. put into- 
their music, there is no doubt that 
in lamenting the parsimony of the 
United Synagogue in not. raising 
their remuneration (as reported last 


week), the choirmasters succeeded 


in expressing themselves animato. 
They have a case, for to keep wages 
down to. pre-war levels is inexcus- 
able, but to get the attention of a 
community that often appears to 


feel its religion through the stomach 


before the ear they will have to 
sound prolonged fortissimo. 
There is in. these matters much 
harking- back to the days when 
choirboys were glad to sing for a 
few shillings. pocket-money, and, 
while the synagogue purse is not 
bottomless, we. all. know from 
experience that once a neéd. is 
recognised some advance towards 
meeting it can eventually be made. 
Unfortunately in this harsh. world 


it is not much use having a case 


unless you can. bring down sanc- 
tions to enforce it. What can. the 
choirmasters do? . They could try 
working to rule: it would startle 
some of the congregation were the 
music sung as the composer wrote 
it, but those’ who aré sensitive to 
the niceties of music do not elbow 
their way to positions of influence. 
“Go slow.” ‘tactics have possibili- 
ties: a Sabbath service prolonged to 
Yom Kippur lengths might teach 
‘the authorities a lesson, but would 
the choirs have the necessary 
endurance ? Wildcat tactics would 
be easier—e.g., the cutting off of a 
kedusha jn the middle, leaving 
worshippers speechless and motion- 
less while the Financial Representa- 
tive by sign language negotiated a 
“refresher” to bring it to its con- 
clusion, or alternatively a quota of 
excruciating discords. they 
might, as actually happened at one 
synagogue during the — recent 
Shavuot, sing a different tune to the 
well-known concluding hymn to the 
morning service from 
the astonished Chazan. But if such 
tactics failed they would lead 
-nowhere. A chorus of choirmasters 
wailing outside Woburn House 
while the Council of the United 


Synagogue was in session might 


extract a modicum of. “hush 
money” but hardly an all-round 
increase. ~They could threaten to 
desert to the Reform Synagogue 


_ (where they lavish £2,500 a year on 
the choir) and hope that the Beth 


Din would intervene in defence of 
Orthodoxy. All in all, it seems that 
an old-fashioned strike is needed. 
But nothing could make that more 
assured of: success than a threat 
that the shochetim would come out 
in support.

ditions. only. does the novelty 
of: the Israeli accent wear off in a 
day. leaving the difficulties of Hebrew 
as they were—the new pronunciation 
will add to any existing confusion 
rather than obviate it. . 

One cannot help feeling that recom- 
mendations such as the one under dis- 
cussion are usually made by persons 
who have not. themselves to 
grips with the day-to-day problems of 


Jewish schools and chedariii and who 


pronounce on educational matters 
from the distinguished’ visitors’ 
gallery, as it were. In the final. - 


analysis it is difficult to overlook the 
propaganda aspect of the proposed 
change-over to the Israeli pronuncia- 
tion, with its. implicit—though 
repeatedly denied——shift of emphasis 
from traditional Jewish learning fo 
matters. of lesser import, though 
greater publicity value. 
Lest my motives be misinterpreted 
have entered candidates: for the 
examination in . Modern 
Hebrew and shall do so again. It is 
my contention that tuition in this sub- 


ject is a useful addition to the funda: 


mental Torah teaching in its 
branches which we are in duty bound

Out of the General Purposes 
Account there is maintained the 
central administration of the United 
Synagogue and its various com- 


‘munal operations, such as the Beth 


Din, the Jewish Institute; and the 
Visitation Committee, though to 
some of these other Jewish bodies 


the Welfare 
received back £500 for admvunistra- 


‘tion. The General Purposes Account 


has. a further source of income. 
The Council of the United Syna- 


-gogue levies an assessment on 
the “Gross Revenue” of each 
constituent synagogue. “ Gross . 


Revenue ” means membership con- 
tributions plus offerings, interest on 
endowments, etc. The amount of 
the assessment varies; in 1956 it 
was 34 per cent. 


At first blush the accounts of the. 


individual constituent synagogues 
are more difficult to size up than 
are those of the central administra- 
tion, since the local: synagogue is 
often a mere conduit pipe through 
which payments to central funds 
are channelled. Briefly, the prin- 
cipal items available for local

expenditure are the 684 per cent 
balance of membership contribu- 
tions, offerings, marriage fees, 
interest on endowments, and income 
from the synagogue’ hall. The 
account has to bear ministerial and 
other local salaries, rent and rates, 
insurance, heating, lighting, print- 
ing, and postage. | 

Now. for the account of any 
synagogue to balance exactly would 
be miraculous. That is not achieved, 
but there is an even greater miracle 
which the. U.S: does accomplish 
year by year, that of getting the 


- Shools with surpluses to meet the 


deficits of the rest. Like a true 
miracle, the means by which it is 
brought about are screened from 
vulgar human gaze. All that the 
Financial Regulations tell us is that 
the necessary arrangements shall be 
made “by taking the requisite per- 
centage of the Gross Surpluses of 
the other synagogues in the same 
as hitherto.” 
Whatever the mechanism, one 
synagogue’ could not be expected 
to help another unless they pre- 


pared. their budgets in common.

Finance Committee of the United

is endowed with huge resources 


which it is free to dispose of, and .

Some £600,000 has been advanced 
for buildings (£122,000 in 1956). In 
view of the course of the gilt-edged

DAYAN 


H. M. LAZARUS 


LTHOUGH as a virtuoso on 
the shofar Rabbi Harrs 
Lazarus is reputed to have

In training and personality the

He always gave his entire concen. 
tration to. the subjects on which he 
was speaking—so much so that h:é 
auditors sometimes wished that he

Simple Faith 


But speech-making was only a 
small part of the activities of the 
Brondesbury minister. In 1910, long 
before it became the fashionable 
thing to do, he obtained the rabbini- 
cal diploma. That in. due course 
brought the further responsibilities 
of a part-time dayan, to which office 
he was:appointed in 1914. Yet x 
was his personality, combined with 
his learning, which accounted for 
his influence. -He is a man whose 
heart-is good and whose faith is 
simple. And he was blessed, as he 
would be the first to acknowledge, 
with a perfect rebbitzin, herself the 
daughter of a dayan, whose grace 
and dignity made his home life 
reflect the best in the religion he 
taught jin his synagogue. 

In 1938 he gave up his pastorate 


at Brondesbury in order to become 


a full-time dayan. Six years later 
he reached retiring age, but there- 
after came the public service which 
brought him into the public eve as 
he had never been before. When 
Dr. Hertz died, Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen had him — appointed 
Deputy for the Chief Rabbi to act 
in the interregnum. 

Returning to the wings in 1948, 
he was called back to the stage in 
1952, when the new Chief Rabbi 
visited Australia. The Honorary 
Officers of the United Synagogue 


‘were truly astonished when the old 


gentleman disdained the offer of a 
car to take him from Hampstead to 
Adler House, declaring that as 
public transport was available there 
‘was no justification for the expendi- 
ture. The same desire to be help- 


ful, unrestrained by the false sense 


of dignity from which some of the 
clergy are not immune, is evidenced 
by. his readiness to officiate at the 
reading desk. And the secret of it, 
as of the serenity of his face ?—

world that she has not. only 
accumulated large number of 
scientific workers but that she ts 
also able to make an outstanding 
contribution in the field of nuclear 
research. 
Among. those attending 
Rehovot ceremony was Dr. Robert 
Oppenheimer, the nuclear scientist, 
who expressed the hope—shared by 
Jews everywhere—that Israel. would 
show an example to the world not 
merely in scientific attainment but 
also in her ability to 
harmony with other nations. With 
this wish Mr. Ben-Gurion readily 
concurred,

Sir,—The adoption of the Israeli 
pronunciation of Hebrew has been 
repeatedly recommended as a panacea 
for. all Jewish educational ills.

To argue that a’change of pronunci- 
ation and other irrelevancies wi} 
constitute a factor in education and 
will result in a reversal of past failure. 
betrays: a fundamental ignorance of 
what matters in teaching and educa- 
tion. The Jewish child responds 
basically to one stimulus: the taste 
of success—whether it be- success. jn 
‘elementary Hebrew. reading, inter- 
mediate Chumash, advanced Talmud. 


indeed, Modern Hebrew. speech. 


How to create the conditions fer suc-. 

cess requires separate consideration. 

But one thing is certain: ‘the facile 
substitution of Israeli for the current - 
pronunciation is not one of these con- - 
ditions. Not only does the novelty 

of the Israeli accent. wear off in a 
day, leaving the difficulties. of Hebrew. 
as they were—the new pronunciation 

will add to any existing confusion 

rather than obviate it. 

_ One cannot help feeling that recom- 

mendations such as the one under dis- 

cussion are usually made by persons 
who. have not themselves come: to 
grips with the day-to-day problems of- 
Jewish schools and chedarim and who 


pronounce on educational matters 
from the distinguished visitors” 
gallery, as it were.

F the rites peculiar to the

Now for. the account of any. 
synagogue to balance exactly would 
_ be miraculous. That is not achieved, 


but there is an even greater miracle 
which the U.S. does accomplish 
year by year, that of: getting the 
shools with surpluses to meet the 
deficits of the rest.. Like a true 


miracle, the means by which it is — 


brought about are screened from 
vulgar human gaze. All that the 
Financial Regulations tell us.is that 
the necessary arrangements shall be 
made “ by taking the requisite per- 
centage of the Gross Surpluses of 
the other synagogues in the same 
way as hitherto.” | 
“Whatever the mechanism, one 


synagogue could not be expected 


to help another unless they pre- 
pared their budgets in Common. 
The Board of Management 
ofeach Constituent Synagogue 
prepares an estimate and submits 
it to the Treasurers of the United 
Synagogue. After all the esti- 
mates have been. passed by the 
Finance Committee of the United 
(which includes the 
Financial Representatives of each 


Constituent Synagogue) they are. 


submitted to the Council. The 


‘Standing Orders of. the Council. 


contain watertight provisions 


enabling the Treasurers to have 
decisions by the Council on matters 


of finance withheld so that ‘they 


-can be given prior consideration by 


the. Executive. 


Large Commitments — 


The suggestion js made from time 
to time that the United Synagogue 
is endowed with. huge resources 
which it is free to dispose of, and 
equally often the United Synagogue 
pleads poverty. The accounts do 
show a large turnover, but the com- 
mitments are also considerable. 
Some £600,000 has been advanced 
for buildings (£122,000 in 1956). In 
view of-the course of the gilt-edged 
market, the United Synagogue has 


shown itself financially shrewd’ in 


making large advances since the 


War. for erecting synagogues and 


buying ministers’ residences. The 
advances are always in the course 
of being repaid, but in the mean- 
time, with the rise in building costs 
as constant as the demand for new 
synagogues jin the suburbs, capital 
resources have been stretched, and 
for the first time recourse has been 
had to borrowing from outside. 
Finally. it is inevitable — that 
finance should become a. decisive 
factor in determining the actions 
of the United Synagogue ; and this 


extends not merely to headquarters 


but. to the centrol exercised by 
headquarters over synagogues in 
remote parts of London. | 
These, of course, are some of the 
warts on the face which become 
conspicuous on close inspection.

immemorial, probably for two 
thousand years or more. Many of 
them, especially in the country dis- 
tricts, were completely assimilated 


to the life of the original Berber 


inhabitants ; it is, indeed, commonly 
believed that a portion at least are 
descendants of converted Berber 
tribes. Certainly many have Berber 
names. Among the _ well-to-do 
and well-educated townsmen the 
majority are descendants of Jews 
who were refugees from the fanati- 
cal Spain of the Reconquista. 
Everyone knows how deeply 
integrated Spanish Jewry was in 
medieval Spain—to the extent that 
Sefaradi became the title of a whole 
section of Jewry and that the 
archaic Spanish which they 
employed in Spain has _ been 


preserved by them in their exile 


right up till the nresent day, When 
the great Moorish civilisation of 
Spain was brought to an end as a 
separate entity, by the fall of 
Granada, something of its way of 
life continued to be preserved in 
Christian Spain, and a great deal 
more in Moslem Morocco. Jews of 
Moroccan origin thus find them- 
selves at home in the States of 
Central and Southern America, 
where civilisation of a Spanish type 


prevails ; but.do not find it easy to 


adapt themselves to a. different 
milieu, such as that of Israel, where 
the type of civilisation is predomi- 
nantly Ashkenazi East 
European. 

Two consequences follow. Emi- 
gration has been stimulated by 
economic rather than ideologic 
causes, as well, of course, as by 
anxiety during the troubled times 


which preceded the establishment 


of Moroccan independence. It has, 
however, been direct@d to South 
America as much as to Israel ; and 
of those who chose Israel a rela- 
tively high percentage decided not 
to remain. Some seven thousand, 
who had preserved their Moroccan 
identification papers, have returned 
to Morocco ; while others who were 
not so provided have found them- 


selves eventually stranded as State-— 


less persons in Marseilles or other 
centres of transit. | 
Looking at Jewish emigration 
from Morocco as a whole, it seems. 
that some 45,000 Jews out of a total 


of 245,000 emigrated between the 


years 1948 and 1958. On the other 
hand, since the Jewish birthrate 
in Morocco is even higher than that 
of the Moslems, and the death-rate 
lower, it seems probable that the 
total number of Jews in the country

tration to the subjects on which he 
was speaking—so much so that his 
auditors sometimes wished that he 
would spare a little for the clock. 


Simple Faith 


But speech-making was only a 


small part of the activities of the 
Brondesbury minister. In 1910, long 


- before it became the fashionable 


thing to do, he obtained the rabbini- 
cal diploma. That in due’ course 
brought the further responsibilities. 
of a part-time dayan, to which office 
he was appointed in 1914. Yet it 


was his personality, combined with | 


his learning, which. accounted for 
his influence. He is a man whose 
heart is good and whose faith is 
simple. And he was blessed, as he 


‘would be the first to acknowledge, 
. with a perfect rebbditzin, herself the 
daughter of a dayan, whose grace 


and dignity made his home life 
reflect the best in the religion h 

taught in his synagogue. 

..In.1938 he gave up his pastorate 
at Brondesbury in order to become 
a full-time dayan. Six years later 
he reached retiring age, but there- 
after came the public service which 
brought him into the public eve as 
he had never been before. When 
Dr. Hertz died, Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen had him appointed 
Deputy for the Chief Rabbi to act 
in the interregnum. 

Returning to the wings in 1948, 
he was called back to the stage in 
1952, when the new Chief Rabbi 
visited Australia. The Honorary 
Officers of the United Synagogue 
were truly astonished when the old 
gentleman disdained the offer of a 
car to take him from Hampstead to 
Adler House, declaring that as 
public transport was available there 


was no justification for the expendi- 


ture. The same desire to be help- 
ful. unrestrained by the false sense 
of dignity from which some of the 
clergy are not immune, is evidenced 
by. his readiness to officiate at the 
reading desk.

or covered contamer in. refrigerator. 


} Lettuces alsO keep very well. in a 


covered saucepan or basin, but stand 
in a cool place. Lettuce leaves and 
endive should not be cut with a knife. 
if the leaves are not to be left whole, 
tear apart lightly with the. fingers. 


Drain very thoroughly in a salad 


basket, if this is not available place 
in a clean tea cloth and shake well. 
The dressing will never mix properly 
if the leaves are wet. 


Garnish with sliced tomatoes, beet- 


-reot (cut into dice or fancy shapes 
with a fluted biscuit cutter), slices of - 


hard boiled egg. radish roses, sliced 
pimentoes or cucumber.

AKING the “family”

Otherwise the 
diaries have been admirably edited, 
replacing many of the passages pre- 
viously omitied in the German edition 


and linking the whole together with - 


explanatory notes—never too many— 
by the editor. At the. end are 45 
pages of biographical notes on all 
the major figures mentioned by Herz! 
in his diaries, as well as an index. 


500 pages still contains only a third 
of the contents of Herzl’s sixteen 
manuscript notebooks that cover the 
last nine vears of his hfe, iis truly 
great period. They include the first 
drafts of many of his most important 
letters and declarations.

has not diminished greatly, and that 
it will probably ‘soon regain its 


former level. 

There has, however, been a great 
change in the geographical distri- 
bution of the Jewish population. 


This has been due in part to the 


nervousness felt by isolated com- 
munities during the pre-independ- 
ence period, but probably more to 
the wider vistas which have opened 
up before the eyes of the inhabi- 
tants of Jewish settlements in 
remote rural areas and to greater 
ease of movement. These scat- 
tered groups have now largely trans- 
ferred themselves either to the big 
towns, . particulariy Casablanca, 
which is now the home of nearly 
half the total Jewish population, or 
out of the country altogether. 


There has been a similar move- 


ment from the mellahs, or Jewish 


quarters, into the new suburbs. 


Co-operation with Moslems 


In fact the political troubles were 
not accompanied by anti-Jewish 
manifestations, nor-was the Jewish 
community involved in the struggle. 


In many parts of the country there 


exists an association known as “al 


 Wifag,” in which Moslems 


Jews join together for cultural and 
sporting activities. In the former 


Spanish Zone, however, and notably 
in Tetuan, such an association was 


considered to be ottose in view of 
the old tradition of co-operation. 
Some of the big Moslem families 
in Tetuan traditionally kept a 


special set of dishes for preparing — 
kosher refreshments for their Jewish 
visitors on. the occasion of the 


major feasts; and pleasant stories 
are told of the help given to Jews 
by Moslems in some anxious early 
moments of the Spanish Nationalist 
movement, when the  Falange 
showed signs of anti-Jewish tenden- 
cies, and of corresponding services 
rendered to Moslem nationalists by 
Jews during the time of their. diffi- 
culties. 
King Mohammed himself, as is 
well Known, refused to give his 


“sanction during the Vichy régime 


to anti-Jewish measures which the 
protectorate authorities wished to 
introduce, While the French 
régime throughout the protectorate 
period tried to build up the Jewish 
community as a distinct body, with 
political. attributes, the — present 


-tendency is to treat the communal! 


institutions as purely cultural and 
religious. . With the approval and 
encouragement of the Moslem 
Governor, the community in Casa- 
blanca has recently successfully 
carried through an operation to 
the two thousand Jewish 
beggars off the streets ; this it was 
never possible to do under the pro- 
tectorate because the French 
authorities were afraid of being 
accused of favouring a minority. 
The Moslem authorities of inde- 
pendent Morocco, on the contrary, 
welcomed the undertaking and 
hope to profit from the examp'c 


. to carry out a similar project for 


their own people. 
Government Policy 


Morocco is, in fact, a country in 
which there is a good prospect of 
integrating the Jewish population 
to its own benefit and to that of the 
country to which their educationa! 
quatifications fit them to render 
very great services. 

The  Morocean 
strongly favours this policy; and 
Jews will no doubt receive the sanie 
voting rights as any other citizen, 
but this attitude inevitably confirms 
the Arab tendency to look askance 
at Zionist activities, which seem [0 


imply that integration is undesi'-— 
and indeed impossible. Zion's! 


propaganda and organised _mass 
emigration have therefore been for- 
bidden ; though individual Jews do- 


mot experience any great. difficulty

Reformers, who were 
prepared to sacrifice the laws of the 
Torah as well as Israel's Messianic 
hope for a wrongly conceived social 
emancipation,” To -describe the 
Reform movement as assimilatidnist 
is to miss its essence, It was essen- 
tially a reaction against assimila- 
‘onism. its whole aim was and is 
to preserve Judaism in the changed 
circumstances of the new age. How 
conscientiously the pioneers of 
Reform grappled. with this problem 
can be seen by reading their publica- 
tions and conferences. 

Neither did they, as Dayan’ Grun- 


feld appears. to imply, sacrifice prin-— 


ciple to expediency. They abandoned 


nothing. which seemed to them: reli- 


giously worth preserving. Hence the 
word “sacrifice” is tendentious. . In 
abolishing, for example, chalitza, far 
from. sacrificing anything they 
believed themselves to be enhancing 
Judaism. If they rejected some tradi- 
tional laws and: doctrines, it was 


because — these. laws and doctrines 


seemed to them no longer religiously 
acceptable or valuable or meaningful. 
And if they rejected the hope for the 
national-territoria] restoration of 
Israel it was because the Messianic 
hope in its universalistic form seemed 
to them a grander concept. 

Dayan Grunfeld’s quotations from 
the Reformers in. praise of Hirsch 
shows how ready they were to accord 
ungrudging respect to those who 
sincerely held opinions different from 
their own: By the same token. surely, 
the Reformers are entitled to the 
respect of their Orthodox opponents. 
How much more fruitful, as well as 


) amicable, it would be if. instead of 


impugning one another’s motives, we 
were to discuss seriously our substan- 
tive differences! Geiger did not love 
Judaism less than Hirsch : they: dif- 
fered, as their disciples differ, as to 
the best ways of making Judaism 
effective in the modern: world. 
Incidentally, Geiger and Hirsch were 


‘fellow-students at Bonn University. 


There the two of them studied Talmud 
together and, with a handful of others, 
formed a “ preachers” club” (Redner- 
verein), which met every Sabbath in 
Geiger’s rooms. It was at one of these’ 
gatherings, in 1831, that Geiger first 
expounded his universalistic concep-

to the custom of some ancient peoples

allow or human flesh could endure 
such excessive gormandizing. 

On the basis of this, the statement, 
contained in the Hagada and quoted 
from Pesachim p. 119b, “ Ein Maf- 
tirim Achar ha-Pesach Afikomen ” 
was given this interpretation by Dr.

MIGRATION TO ARGENTINA 


Hias Call to Frondizi Government

BUENOS AIRES 

r, Charles L. Israels, the Presi- 
dent of the United World Hias Ser- 
vice, called on President Frondizi 
here last week and presented him with 
a memorandum urging the Argentine 
Government to liberalise its laws to 
allow the resumption. of Jewish 
immigration. 

The President assured Dr... Israels 
that “in Argentina there is not and 
never will be discrimination of any 
kind against the inhabitants.” 

Notwithstanding this assurance 
Argemine Governments in the past 
have shown discrimination in welcom- 
ing tens of thousands of Italians and 
Spaniards to their country and at the 
same time refusing entry to thousands 
of Jewish refugees from Hitler who 
were clamouring for admission. Even 
Jewish refugees from Hungary and 
Egypt have not been admitted, in con- 
trast to the attitude of Brazil, which 


has taken 3,000 of- the refugees, and 
the other countries of Latin America, 
Which have provided sanctuary for a 
further 1,500. 

Hias officials have been 
appointed at a statement tssued last 
week by Dr. Oscar Natale, the 
National Director for Migrations, 
after their meeting with him and a 
grotip of Argentine M.P.s. Dr. 
Natale stated: “The humanitarian 
considerations towards the refugees 
must be co-ordinated - with — the 
interests of the country.” an argument 
which has been used by previous 
Governments to debar Jews.” 

On the other hand, Dr. 
Flores, an Argentine Congressman. 
stated after the meeting: “ As a free 
man I view with deep sympathy the 
intervention of Dr. Israels in favour 
of the persecuted Jews. . . .
